Smithfield is sanguine 
there will be no shortage of meat, ow- 
ing to the fact that > week's supply 
will have to be distributed in the first 
three days. Billingegate is not so sure 
of its power to meet all demands, as 
there will be a tremendous rush on 
fish, though immense orders have 
been given at the fishing centers. It 
is not unlikely within the next few 
deys that salmon, lobater and sole may 
be at famine prices. Extraordinary 
prices have already been received by 
the various Billingsgate firms from the 
big hotels, particularly for salmon. 

Last week was a fairly busy time, ase 
220,000 pounds off this fish reached the 
market. Today, fomorrow and Wednes- 
day 500,000 pounds of salmon are ex- 
pected. In addition to thfs more than 
double the week's supply of other fish 
wil! be disposed of in three days. The 
big bakeries will also be overwhelmed 
with work during the next few ‘lays. 
The staffs of many of the firms have 
been largely increased to deal with the 
rush. In many cases all Thursday's 
and Friday's orders will be delivered 
on Wednesday, but tome of the bakers 
have found this impossible, and will 
deliver on Thursday.

Consequently, plenty 
of entertainment was provided for the 
crowds of sight-seers filling the streets. 
A big throng took the opportunity of 
greeting the King and Queen on their 
entry into the capital and semi-state 
progress to Buckingham Palace. Ac- 
companied by Prince and Princess 
Charles of Denmark, their Majesties 
reached Paddington at 12:30 p.m., and 
proceeded in  semi-state landaus, 
drawn by four horses with postilions, 
preceded by outriders and attended by 
an escort of the Royal Dragoons along 
the route usually followed by the late 
Queen Victoria. The thoroughfares 
were thickly lined with people, and the 
enthusiasm of the spectators evinced 
their delight at the ocular proof of the 
recovery of the King from his recent 
indisposition. 

Rigorous police protection was in- 
stalled at the railway stations, and the 
royal train was everywhere greeted 
with cheers. The King lost no time in 
alighting, and after chatting with the 
railroad officials entered a carriage. 
He appeared to be in his usual health. 
He walked perhaps somewhat heavily, 
but showed few symptoms of his re- 
cent illness. 

Their Majesties reached Buckingham 
Palace shortly before 1 o'clock. They 
received the same hearty welcome 
from the thousands of people who con- 
gregated in the avenues leading to the 
royal residence as gtreoted them 
throughout the entire route from the 
station.

“His administration, instead of be- 
ing a fountain of Democracy, sending 
forth pure and refreshing streams, be- 
came a stagnant pool, from whose 
waters foul vapors arose, poisonous to 
those who lingered near. 

“Having debauched his party, he was 
offended by its effort to reform, and 
gave comfort to the enemy. Virginius

TO THE POPE. 
Gov. Taft Reports Serious 
Hitch in Negotiations 
With the Vatican.

WASHINGTON, June 23, — 
[Exclusive Dispatch. 1— 
serious hitch has occurred in 


the negotiations between Gov. 
Taft and the Vatican for the 


purchase of church lands in the 
Philippines and the settlement 
of the church question in the 
islands. Secretary Root has re- 
ceived a cable dispatch from 
Taft urging that an ultimatum 
be immediately sent to the Pope, 
and that, in the event of non- 
compliance with its terms, nego- 
tiations be broken off. 
Gov. Taft cabled at the same 
t imo the full text of the reply of 
the Vatican to the American 
propositions. Itis very long, and 
evades many of the questions 
discussed by Taft. It also 
names objectionable conditions, 
which are partly the cause of the 
present unsatisfactory situation. 

One condition demanded by 
the Pope, in return for the sale 
of the friars’ lands, is that pri- 
mary public schools in the 
Philippines be under the tute- 
lage of the church. This will 
not be conceded by the Ameri- 
can government. There are 
other conditions which Taft 
considers equally objectionable, 
and he has therefore advised 
that Root authorize him to de- 
liver an ultimatum to the Pope, 
which, if not agreed td, will be 

met by the withdrawal of Taft 
from: Rome and his return at 
once to Manila. 

Should the negotiations be 
broken off, it will be the policy 
of the United States to obtain 
the property of the friars by 
proceedings“ in the Philippine 
courts and to pay for such 
property as it desires by con- 
demation proceedings. |

The peculiar situation is dve to the 
reservation in the subscription agree- 
ment, whereby Brown Brothers & Co., 
managers of the underwriting syndi- 
fate, retained the right to seil the en- 
tire said $20,000,000 of bonis to others 
than the subscribers, at anything bet - 
ter than 90, giving to subscribers a 
cash equivalent, less one per cent 
commission. 

Brown Brothers & Co., did sell $6,- 
000,000 of bonds, some time ago, to a 
San Francisco syndicate, and these 
bonds were resold to the public at 
921-4, about four weeks ago, delivery 
being made in San Francisco. Some of 
the bonds have reached this city. 
The remaining $15,000,00 of bonds have 
also been issued, but were said today 
to be tied up under an option sold by 
Brown Brothers & Co., to the bankers’ 
syfdicate which includes San Fran- 
cisco interests. 

According to one Wall Street story, 
some of the firms which are naw de- 
manding delivery of bonds upon the 
contracts that they hold, sent to San 
Francisco to get s ens of the 
bonds which had been soli there, in 
order to be able to show them as 
evidence that the bonds had been is- 
sued, and then set about absorbing all 
offerings of bonds made on the curb.

PLACED UNDER ARREST.

WARRANTS IN CRIMINAL CHARGE 
SERVED ON THEM. 


Complaints Based on Information 
Lodged by Louis P. Boardman Calls 
for Trial of the Action in the City 
of San Francisco. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES } 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 23. [Exclu- 
sive Dispatch. ] On information lodged 
by Louis P. Boardman, John D. 
Spreckels, proprietor, and W. S. Leake, 
manager of the Call, were arrested this 
afterncon for libeling Henry T. Gage. 
The warrants were issued in the Po- 
lice Court, and bail in the sum of 3500 
Was given by each of the defendants. 
William R. Wheeler and Samuel s - 
man are the sureties on the bond given 
by Spreckels. F. L. Wagner and A. H. 
Vail are the bondsmen for Leake. J. 
C. Campbell, counsel for the defend- 
ants, asked for an immediate examina- 
tion, and Police Judge Fritz fixed 10 
a.m, tomorrow as the time for the pre- 
liminary hearing. 

The complaint recites that John D. 
Spreckels is the proprietor and W. 8. 
Leake the manager of the Call: that 
on Saturday, May 24, the said John 
D. Spreckels and W. S. Leake did pub- 
lish an article and pictures and por- 
traits in the Call (which were at- 
tached to the complaint) that on June 
4 that Henry T. Gage did appear be- 
fore Henry C. Downing. a justice of 
the peace of Wilmington township, 
county of Los Angeles, State of Cali- 
fornia, and make complaint, and de- 
pose under oath that the said publi- 
cation was libelous and a public of- 
fense, and charged the said John D. 
Spreckels and W. S. Leake with hav- 
ing committed libel by said publica- 
tion. That the said Henry T. Gage 
asked for a warrant for the arrest of 
the said John D. Spreckels and W. S. 
Leake; that by article 1, section 9, of 
the Constitution of the State of Call- 
fornia, it is provided that “indict- 
ments found or information laid for 
publication in newspapers shal] be 
tried in the cy where such newspa- 
pers have their publication office, or 
in the couhty where the party al- 
leged to be libeled resided at the time 
of the alleged publication, unless the 
place of trial shall be changed for good 
cause.“ 

That the publication office of the Call 
is in the city and county of San Fran- 
cieco; that Henry T. Gage is now, and 
was at the time of said publication, 
and has been continuously for more 
than o year last past, Governor of 
the State of California; that Henry T. 
Gage is now and has been for .more 
than one year last past a resident of 
the city of Sacramento; that any pub- 
lic offense committed by the publica- 
tion of the article of May 24 is triable 
in the city and county of San Fran- 
cisco. Wherefore your Informant de- 
mands that such action, steps and pro- 
ceedings be had and taken by Your 
Honor as are provided for by the laws 
of the State of California, for the in- 
vestigation of the aforesaid matter and 
publication, and of any and all public 
offenses committed thereby, and that 
you make such examination and take 
such depositions as are provided by 
law and hold such examination on the 
said matter, that the said John D. 
Spreckels and W. 8. Leake may be 
brought before Your Honor, and an 
examination had as to the facts and 
allegations of said publication and of 
the charge of having committed a pub- 
lic offense thereby. 

BOARDMAN EXPLAINS. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 23.—Louis 
P. Boardman is an attorney of this 
city. When asked what his entrance 
into the case meant, he said: 

“I think this issue ought to be tried 
either in the courts of this city or in 
Sacramento, because the offense which 
We allege was committed nowhere else. 
I am acting as any citizen should in 
the interest of fustice to all concerned. 
I leve Gov. Gage has been libeled 
and I think he should have redress, but 
I do not believe in carrying the case to 
Wilmington Township. That is simply 
the position I take.“ 

“Will the effect of these proceedings 
be to bring the trial of the libel charge 
before a San Francisco court,” was 
asked. 

“I think so.” 

“No matter what is done in the pre- 
ceding case?“ 

“That is my interpretation of the 
law. There can be no question that 
Judge Fritz has jurisdictjon in the 
proceedings which I instithted today, 
and it is for him to say what he will 
do with the Wilmington Township case. 
I see that Justice of the Peace Downey 
of San Pedro is about to declare the 
bail of Messrs. Spreckels and Leake 
forfeited in the matter of the charges 
originally brought by Gov. Gage, and 
to demand the presence of the prison- 
ers in his ourt. He has the power to 
do that, of course, but if he sends a 
sheriff up here after the defendants he 
will have trouble to get them, for they 
are already held here on an exactly 
similar charge. I do not know whether 
or not he will try to prove that they 
cannot get a fair trial here, but I do 
not think he will.” 

While these proceedings were in prog- 
ress the same matter in another form 
was agitating the State Board of Prison 
Directors. President Robert M. Fitz- 
gerald had called a meeting of the 
board at San Quentin prison for 
Wednesday. to investigate charges 
made by the Call, but late this after- 
noon he sent word to his colleagues 
that the meeting would not be held. 
He gave as his reason the fat that 
the Call had not filed formal charges 
with the board. 

“We can't investigate anything that: 
is not charged in some responsible 
way,” he said. The Cal) agreed to 
present its evidence. and ! called a 
meeting of the board.

President Fitzgerald said: 

“We were ready to go ahead with 
this investigation, if one was de- 
manded, and now that the thing has 
fallen through, we are ready to abide 
by the decision of the courts. We 
want our penitentiaries to be con- 
ducted honestly and humanely. We 
ere all working to that end. And 
while I am on the subject of the pres- 
ent charges, I want to say this: 

“The alteration of bills by convict 
book-keepers does not constitute an 
offense at all. We passed resolutions 
at our Folsom meeting Saturday to 
stop the practice, but we did this only 
because it was unbusiness-like. A bill 
comes to the commissary department 
of the prison as a result of an order 
properly given. Some of it is for 
goods contracted for, and some for 
goods purchased in the ordinary course 
of business. Some of the items are to 
be charged to a general fund, some to 
A working or jute fund, and some to 
the warden. In order to segregate 
these items, for the convenience of the 
State Board of Examiners, blank bil- 
heads are borrowed, and filled out sep- 
arately. That has been done in the 
past without any harm, but in future 
we shall insist that firms make out 
separate bills in every case.“

A resolution Was adopted calling 
upon the Secretary of War for in- 
formation as to any payments made 

Gov.-Gen. Wood to F. B. Thurber, 
and any other persons or corporations, 
together with the dates and amounts 
of such payments, for advocating reci- 
procity. 

The consideration of the Philippine 
Civil Government Bil then was re- 
sumed and Mr. De Armond of Mis- 
souri made a general speech in oppo- 
sition to the policy of retaining the 
islands. He repudiated utterly the 
charge that the opposition to the pres- 

, ent Philippine policy in criticising 
some of the acts of army officers in 
the Philippines was slandering and as- 
sailing the army. 

Recalling Mr. Kahn's statement last 
_ ‘week, that, in giving up a slice of 
“Northwestern territory upon the oc- 
casion of the Oregon boundary ‘dispute, 
we had made a mistake which should 
not be repeated now, Mr. De Armond 
agreed that the surrender of the ter- 
ritory north of Washington on the 
Pacific had been a mistake, but he 
pointed out that the territory was con- 
tiguous to.our border, and was capa- 
ble of furnishing homes for our own 

people and eventually coming into the 

Union as a State, while the Philip- 

pines. already densely populated by an 
alien people, could never be incorpor- 
ated into the Union. The Democratic 

: declared, was not opposed to

expansion, founded upon American 
principles. Expansion was one thing, 
colonial empire was another. 

In conclusion, Mr. De Armond told 
of his presence in Havana, May 20, 
when the American flag was lowered 
and the flag of the republic of Cuba 
hoisted.. To him, as an American citl- 
zen, he said, the sight was inspiring. 
“Far more inspiring.“ he said, than 
if the American flag had ‘remained put’ 
in Cuba, and the faith of the Ameri- 
can people violated.” 

Mr. Olmstead of Pennsylvania, who 
succeeded the present Secretary of the 
Navy as a member of the Insular 
Committee, fololwed Mr. De Armond. 
He summed up the situation in these 
words: 

“The bill proposed by the minority 
means a complete renunciation by the 
United States of the duties and re- 
sponsibilities which, in the providence 
of God, have been cast upon us. It 
means a cowardly retreat. It means 
that we shall be degraded and dis- 
graced in the eyes of all the world. 
It means something that the American 
people will never tolerate. On the 
other hand; the bill which we present 
and propose to pass maintains the 
honor and integrity of the American 
people, enables us to carry out our 
treaty obligations; to maintain peace 
and good order in the Philippines, and 
to be more instrumental! and effective 
in maintaining peace throughout the 
world. At the same time, it enables 
the Filipinos to participate as fully as 
possible in the blessings of our repub- 
lican form of government; it gives to 
them more independence of action, 
more of self-government and more of 
liberty than they have ever enjoyed 
or ever expected to-@ehieve. It is 
all they demand, and when we have 
passed it, then, in the language of the 
Prophet Isaiah, let them give glory 
unto the Lord and declare His praise 
in the islands.” | 

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio then took the 
floor, and under the latitude allowed 
in general debate discussed at some 
length the criticism of the rules of the 
House recently indulged in by Mr. 
Cushman of Washington and others, 
Through the operation of the old rules 
and methods previous to the Fifty-first 
Congress, he said, the House had been 
powerless to transact business. He 
pointed out that in the Fifty-sixth 
Congress Mr. Cushman, as well as 
other critics of the rules, had voted 
to continue them in force. 

The Committee on Rules of the Fifty- 
seventh Congress, he said, could not, 
by any stretch of the imagination, be 
accused of an abuse of power. It had 
never undertaken to strangle the voice 
of the House in matters of legislation. 
That committee had brought in rules 
for the consideration of the Oleomar- 
garine Bill, the Pacific Cable Bill and 
the Irrigation Bill, all measures of far- 
reaching importance, not one of which 
received more than one of the five 
votes of the members of the Rules 
Committee. Without the Committee on 
Rules, under the present system of 
procedure, he said, there would be 
chaos. 

“I have served in this House under 
four Speakers, said Mr. Grosvenor. 
“Among them was Mr. Carlisle, than 
whom no fairer-minded, no abler man 
ever occupied a seat in that distin- 
guished chair. Then there was Mr. 
Tom Reed, the great parltamentary 
leader, the able man, the patriotic man; 
then Mr. Crisp, a man I loved, a man 
whose lovable characteristics impressed 
themselves upon the House; a man 
without the experience of Carlisle or 
Reed, but a man with a mind to grasp 
these questions, and he and they were 
foremost and always ready to do the 
fair thing. I could select out of that 
trio of great men a marked difference 
in their treatment of the members of 
the House, but that is not important. 

“I say, and I challenge contradiction, 
that the present Speaker of the House 
has been untiring in his efforts to treat 
all sides of this House and all the 
membership of this House with abso- 
lute fairness. [Applause.] Go over his 
decisions ,and find one, if you can, that 
is not justified under parliamentary 
law and the history of our country. He 
is fair-minded and careful. It is said 
you must go to him with a bill in order 
to get the right to call it up by unani- 
mous consent. Acting upon his long 
experience in the House, he has adopted 
the system under which we are acting, 
which is this: He will not recognize 
any man to ask unanimous consent for 
a bill twice over unless there is some 
good reason shown in the merits of the 
bill itself, and in order to ascertain 
that he must read the bill and read 
the report and talk with the member. 
Was there ever a member of this 
House, now in the sound of my voice, 
who went to the Speaker and asked 
him to allow a bill to be called up by 
unanimous consent that the Speaker 
refused to examine into the merits of 
the bill that he brought to him?“ 

A patriotic consideration of the rules, 
he insisted, would force the conclusion 
that they were absolutely fair. 

DEFENSE OF THE ARMY. 
IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—In conclu- 
sion, Mr. Grosvenor spoke briefly in de- 
tense of the army in the Philippines, 
In no war in modern times, he declared, 
had there been less of brutality and of 
retaliation than in the war in the Phil- 
ippines. That, he said, would be the 
verdict of history. If everything said 
of Gen. Jacob Smith were true, he 
could find its count art on both sides 
during the Civil War. He then pro- 
ceeded to read a report from Gen. 
Grant to the government at Washing- 
ton, telling of the arrangements he 
had made to carry desolation every- 
where through the Shenandoah Valley, 
to seize all men under 50 years of age 
as prisoners of war, to destroy crops 
and make the valley a “barren waste.“ 

“Before Phil Sheridan got through 
he made it a en waste,“ said Mr. 
Grosvenor. He then read from “The 
Letters of Stonewall Jackson,” edited 
by his wife, a statement that Jackson 
believed that the black flag should be 
raised and no quarter given as the best 
means of resisting invasion, and say- 
ing that he had urged this policy upon 
Lee. He also read a telegram from 
Gen. Beauregard, urging the passage 
of the bill for the execution of prison- 
ers. “By this means,” the telegram 


| said, “Engiand will be stirred to ac- 
tion.” 


Mr. Grosvenor said he did not read 
these telegrams to rekindle the embers 
of sectionalism, but to show how de- 
plorable war always was. 

“When that bill was introduced jn 
the Confederate Congress,“ interrupted 
Mr. Bartlett of Georgia, had not Lin- 
colin issued a proclamation to seize 
the citizens of the Shenandoah Valley 
of Virginia and try them by court- 
martlah nd had they not been seized?” 

“I dont’ know.“ replied Mr. Grosve- 


nor. 
is history,” declared Mr. 
ett. 


“If that is true.” responded Mr. 
Grosvenor, “it furnishes only another 
reason to excuse’those of our soldiers 
who retaliated when the natives in 
the Philippines sneaked up and cow- 
ardly murdered their comrades.” 

Mr. Mahon of Pennsylvania main- 
tained that the Filipinos were not fit 
for independence. Spenking of the 
cruelties charged against our forces in 
the Philippines, he declared that they 
were not to be compared with the 
barbarities of the Civil War. He read 
some official reports, teMing of the 
horrors suffered by prisoners at An- 
dersonville. 

“Do not the official figures show.” 
interrupted Mr. Richardson of Tennes- 
gee, the minority leader. “that a greater 
proportion of Confederate prisoners 
died in northern than Union prisoners 
in southern prisons?” 

„1 have the official figures here,” in- 
terrupted Mr. Mahon. ‘I will put them 
in the record.”’ 


He read an order to shoot the pris- 


oners at Andersonville, if the Union 
army got within seven miles of the 
prison, 

“If the North was fjustiy indig ant 
over the atrocities at Anderson, e.“ 
interrupted Mr. Neville of Nebras«a, 
“why should not the American people 
now be indignant over the brutalities in 
the Philippines? Why parade the Civil 
War horrors as an excuse?” 

“While the Union prisoners were 
sufiering at Andérsonville,’ interposed 
Mr. Richardson, “did not the Confed- 
erate government have up a standing 
offer to exchange those prisoners, - 
cer for officer and man for man? And 
was not that proposition rejected?’ 
“Yes, but the men in Andersonville 
were broken, emaciated; many of them 
maniacs. The North refused to ex- 
change able-bodied men for men who 
could not perform military service,” 
replied Mr. Mahon. 

“You want the South to support the 
government in prosecuting the war in 
the Philippines,” interposed Mr. Neville. 
“Why do you now seek to besmirch 
the South? [Democratic applause.] 
“I do not desire to besmirch the 
South,“ responded Mr. Mahon. 1 
only desire to show, as Gen. Sherman 
declared, that ‘war is hell.“ 

At ö oclock the House took a recess 
until 8 o'clock. 

NIGHT SESSION. 

IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.i 
WASHINGTON, June 23.—At the 
night session Mr. Bartlett (Dem.) of 
Georgia replied to the remarks made 
at the afternoon session by Gen. Gros- 
venor and Mr. Mahon as to the treat- 
ment of Union prisoners detained in 
Confederate prisons. He read from a 
report de by Charles A. Dana, as- 
sistant Secretary. of War, upon the 
conditions in the southern prisons, say- 
ing that the condition of the Union 
prisoners in the South was in no way 
worse than that of the Confederate 
soldiers in the field. 

To prove this statement, made in the 
afternoon, that a greater percentage of 
Confederate soldiers died in. Federal 
prisons than did Union soldiers in Con- 
federate prisons, he produced the fig- 
ures from Secretary Stanton's report 
of January 16, 1866, showing that of 
220,000 Confederate prisoners in Union 
prisons, 26,476, or over 12 per cent., died, 
against 22.576, or about 9 per cent., of 
the 270,000 Union prisoners who died 
in Confederate prisons. 

The other speakers at the evening 
session were Messrs. Gibson (Rep.) 
of Tennessee, Neville (Dem.) of Ne- 
braska, Burnett (Dem.) of Alabama, 
Gaines (Dem.) of Tennessee, and Mr. 
Zenor (Dem.) of Indiana. 

At 10:20 o'clock p.m. the House ad- 
journed until 11 o'clock tomorrow. 


CUBA MUST WAIT. 
LAST CHANCE GONF. 
‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—It has been 
determined that no reciprocity treaty 
‘with Cuba can be submitted at the 
present session of Congress. It was at 
first planned that, in the event of the 
failure of the administration managers 
in the Senate to secure favorable ac- 
tion on the Cuban sugar bill, a treaty 
would be drafted at once. This was 
on the understanding that Sefior Que- 
sada, the Cuban Minister here, had full 
powers, and that a treaty could be 
drawn in Washington entirely. It is 
stated now, however, that this cannot 
be done, and that any draft of a 
treaty must go to Havana, and be 
returned before it can be submitted 
to the Senate. This, of course, cannot 
be accomplished in the short space of 
time intervening before adjournment, if 
the estimates of the leaders that Con- 
gress will adjourn by July 4 are cor- 
rect. 

No confidence Is felt in administration 
circles. as to the ability of the Senate 
managers to secure the ratification 
of a treaty, even if one is drawn, and 
while the President may feel called 
upon to put the matter to a test, it 
will be rather with the idea of dem- 
onstrating his own purpose to do ev- 
erything possible for Cuba than in any 
expectation that a two-thirds vote for 
ratification could be secured. 


MERIT SYSTEM. 
SCOPE IN PHILIPPINES. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—Hon. Leo 
Pepperman, member of the Philippine 
Civil Service Commission, is in the 
city, having just arrived on leave of 
absence from Manila. Pepperman to- 
day said: 

“The scope of the commission has 
been extended gradually until it now 
covers 6000 positions, ranging in salary 
from $15 per month to $7700 per year. 

He says that the immediate reward 
to successful applicants has caused a 
change in the old classical system of 
education under the Spanish régime to 
one of more modern civilization, based 
largely on practical lines. So great 
fs the interest of the Filipinos in ac- 
quiring a knowledge of English that 
10,000 adults are going to night schools 
in Manila. Before the &merican occu- 
pation American typewriters were al- 
most unknown in the Philippines, but 
now at every examination held appli- 
cations are being received in type- 
writing and stenography. Of the 6000 
positions mentioned, 4000 are held by 
the natives, the remainder by Ameri- 
cans. The policy of the commission, 
Pepperman says. has been to replace 
the American by Filipinos as rapidly 
as possible. 

Under Spanish rule” he continued, 
“women were unheard of in the gov- 
ernment service, but just before I left 
Manila three Filipino young ladies had 
paissed successful examinations, and 
had been given good positions. The 
Filipino makes a Splendid clerk. 

“Shortly before coming to America 
I made a tour of the principal prov- 
inces for the purpose of conducting ex- 
aminations. It was surprising how 
much good material was discovered, 
considering the fact that the education 
of the island is centered in Manila.”

Reports were received at headquar- 
ters today that part of the strikers at 
Armstrong, Kan., had returned to 
work, and Chief Mechanic McGlynn 
looks_on this as an indication of an 
early solution of the difficulty. 

The machinists, who have had a 
grievance committee at work for some 
time, have secured from their national 
executive board an indorsement of 
whatever action they may decide upon.

L SAVED IN PHILIPPINES. 

r many months past the so- 
called “anti-imperialists” have had a 
great deal to say about the number 
of Filipino lives that have been sacri- 
ficed as a result of the American oc- 
cupation of the Philippine Islands. 
Their estimates of the mortality have 
been more than liberal, running up 
into the thousands. But, singularly 
enough, they have failed to take any 
account of the good wrought by 
Americans in the Philippines; and it 
has probably never occurred to them— 
so'keen have they been in pursuit of 
incidents which they could distort into 
alleged proofs of American brutality— 
that the Americans may have been in- 
strumental in saving more lives in 
the Philippines than have been lost 
through the ravages of war. It is too 
much, of course, to expect them to 
Took at this side of the situation. The 
antis have formulated a theory, and, 
from their point of view. this theory 
must be sustained at all hasards. 
Such facts as do not fit it must be 
incontinently rejected. If there are 
no facts to support it—weéll. “facts” 
must be manufactured out of hear- 
say rumors, or out of nothing, if they 
are short on rumors, which is seldom 
the case. 

Maj.-Gen. Lloyd Wheaton, a gallant 
soldier, a veteran officer, and a man 
of brains and justice, who has just 
arrived in San Francisco from the 
Philippines, has givén the antis a sub- 
ject for discussion—which, however, 
they will probably disdain to discuss, 
or even to notice, since it does not 
support their theory of the brutality 
and savagery of American soldiers in 
the islands. Gen. Wheaton—though 
he is, for obvious reasons, not in- 
clined to talk very freely about Phil- 
ippine affairs at the present time— 
states that the Ameritans have saved 
at least half a million lives by the 
sanitary measures which they have 
put into operation. As smallpox be- 
came epidemic soon after the Amer- 
ican occupation of Manila,” said Gen. 
Wheaton, “compulsory vaccination was 
enforced. In that way we saved 
thousands of lives. In Gen. Bell's 
department, 300,000 were vaccinated. 
later, when the bubonic plague 
seemed bound to obtain a foothold in 
the Philippines, the army stamped it 
out by determined action. At pres- 
ent, cholera is giving much trouble, 
but I believe the health officers have 
the disease well under control. These 
three dangers have been met and 
overcome by the Americans, and it is 
no exaggeration to’ say that h-'* a 
million lives have been saved by the 
presence of the Americans in the 
Philippines.” 

We shall await with some curiosity 
the reception which the antis will ac- 
cord to these statements by Gen. 

“\ Wheaton. ut the chances are that 
they will be ignoréd, or that an at- 
tempt will be made to laugh them to 


prices 


overstated, the number of lives saved 
by the American occupation. In one 
sense, at least, he has understated the 
case, for he has taken no cognizance 
of the vast saving of life which will 
be effected in the future, as the sani- 
tary methods and appliances of ad- 
vanced civilization are more and more 
generally introduced throughout the 
archipelago. The actual saving of hu- 
man life which will undoubtedly be 
effected in any one year of the next 
decade will probably be largely in 
excess of the number of lives lost 
in the war. In this purely physical 
sense alone, the presence of Ameri- 
cans in the Philippines will be an In- 
estimable blessing to the Filipinos; to 
say nothing of the blessings of educa- 
tion, of liberty, and of opportunity, 
which will be theirs to enjoy as freely 
and as fully as they prove themselves 
capable of enjoying those biessings, 
which are beyond all price. 

The eagerness with which the Fili- 
pinos are embracing the opportunities 
for education which have been brought 
within their reach by the Americans, 
is a most hopeful indication. Over 
ten thousand adult Filipinos, it is 
stated, are attending night schools in 
Manila alone. In this spread of en- 
lightenment lies the hope of the fu- 
ture. American purposes are rapidly 
becoming better understood in the 
Philippines. In spite of the efforts of 
a few wandering bands of ladrones 
in the islands, and a few scattered 
bands of antis in New England, to 
deceive the mass of Filipinos, the 
beneficence of our aims and the value 
of our assistance, will in due time be 
fully understood and appreciated by 
these insular populations. This time 
is not remotely in the future. The 
burning “isshoo” which opponents of 
the administration have sought to 
raise will be settled before it can be- 
come effective in a national campaign, 
and the occupation of the antis will 
soon be gone. 


OMEN IN MUSIC. | 
Some months ago a cynical Ger- 
man professor, by the name of Moe- 
bius, delivered himself of an essay on 
the “Physiological Mental Weakness 
of Women.” in the course of which 
he said about everything uncompli- 
mentary that could be thought of or 
invented in regard to those whom we 
are in the habit of referring to, va- 
riously, as the “fair sex" and the 
“weaker sex.” Among other things, 
he referred to the backwardness of 
women in music, which is usually 
supposed to be one of their special 
accomplishments. | 
This idea has been elaborated of 
late in several eastern papers, which 
have been following the lead of 
Charles Reade, the novélist, who re- 
ferred to women as the “unmusical 
sex.” One of these papers. in the 
course of a discussion of the subject, 
deciares “whether as composer, inter- 
preter, writer or perhaps even as lis- 
tener, woman merita but meager men- 
tion and low rank.” , 

These unkind and uncomplimentary 
remarks have induced Prof. Wilhart- 
itz of Los Angeles—who has ready for 
the press a musical encyclopedia, to 
the preparation of which he has de- 
voted the better part, of a lifetime 
to issue a little pamphlet. entitled 
Some Facts About Women in Music,” 
in which he effectually dispels the il- 
Iusion that woman's part in the field 
of harmony has been insignificant. He 
gives a list of eighty-four great female 
exponents of vocal and instrumental 
music, of world-wide fame, who have 
flourished during the past century. As 
to the question of women not being 
even good listeners to music, the pro- 
fessor properly refuses to discuss so 
palpably false an intimation. One of 
the most surprising features of this 
little essay is a list which the author 
presents of no less than 194 operas, 
operettas, cantatas and other impor- 
tant musical compositions that have 


France, Italy and Germany, although 
among the female composers there are 
also found natives of England, Hol- 
land, Russia, Spain and Sweden. 
America has not yet given to the 
world a musical composition from a 
feminine brain, but that will doubt- 
less come in time. 

The misinformed critics of women, 
in connection with music, should 
henceforth sing in a minor key. 


A trip down Broadway these days 
is reminiscent of those sad and gloomy 
hours at the outbreak of the Spanish 
war, before Spring and Main streets 
were repaved.

BURBANK. There are two ways to 
see Ralph Stuart and his company play 
“Ferncliffe” at the Burbank this week. 
The best way is to leave your finical 
criticism, your artistic ideas, your 
knowledge of war time and your no- 
tions about the construction of plays in 
the box office with the cashier. Then 
if he locks them up carefully in the 
safe, so that however hard your sensi- 
bility is hit, they can’t possibly get out, 
you will very likely settle down in the 
midst of a good-natured, appreciative, 
responsive audience that filis the house 
and have tears and smiles chase each 
other across your relaxed countenance. 
The orchestra will “rally you round 
the flag before the curtain rises, and 
you will then see the elder brother of 
a sturdy Rhode Isiand farmer famiiy 
drafted into the Union army in ‘63.

This villain loves the wife of the 
drafted man, and expects to secure her 
for his very own when he 
baffied by the heroic younger 
brother, who strides off “to die as a 
man should, fighting for the Stars and 
Stripes, in the elder's place.

No honest journal, which tries to do 
its duty to the people, should hesi- 
tate to criticise any public official 
whom it believes to be derelict. It is 
to the credit of most newspapers 
of the State that they rarely. flinch 
when called upon to perform that un- 
pleasant task. Still, in every instance 
of the kind, the proprietor acts with 
the full knowledge that his fidelity to 
duty may be rewarded with libel pro- 
ceedings that will cost him much 
money, even though he pass through 
the legal ordeal unscathed. But while 
newspaper men realize that fearless 
honesty may entail costly legal an- 
noyance, they justly feel that when 
libel is charged, unusual proceedings, 
which would cause them additional ex- 
pense and increased difficulty in pre- 
senting their defense, should not be em- 
ployed, even though technically war- 
ranted by law, when no good end can 
possibly be attained by such methods. 
So far as the Call case is con- 
cerned, it is perfectly plain that whi.e 
the law as it stands may permit Gov. 
Gageto hale the proprietor and the 
manager ofthat paper hundreds of 
miles to an out-of-the-way place, for 
preliminary trial, such a course is not 
in consonance with the commonly-ac- 
cepted principles of Amertcan justice 
and fair play. More than that, while 
such procedure may be technically 
rmissible under a particular statute, 


eral policy of the law In dealing with 
persons accused of offenses against 
the people. Had Gov. Gage brought 
his sult in the city of Los Angeles, 
where he claims domicile, he would 
have been justly subject to the criti- 
cism of seeking to have the proceed- 
ings held far from the records and 
witnesses that will- figure in the trial, 
although-he could have taken out his 
warrants at a place convenient for 
both. But what shall be said when 
the Governor not only begins pro- 
ceedings hundreds of miles from de- 
fendants and evidence, but even takes 
his papers twenty miles into the coun- 
try, and files them in an obscure 
township court? Do fair-minded peo 
ple think that such a course 41 
cates an honest purpose, or a sinister 
scheme? 

A@ said before, the entire press of 
the State is deeply concerned in this 
matter. It affects even the handful of 
ring organs that are endeavoring to 
try the Governor's case for him out- 
side of court; or rather, it might con- 
cern them, should they ever dare to 
drop sycophancy and speak fear- 


lessly. 7 
 GAGE'S “CONSPIRACY.” 

Gov. Gage may expect that people 
will take him seriously when he talks 
about a “conspiracy” among newspa- 
pers to oppose him; but most persons 
who read his libel complaint against 
the Los Angeles Times will find it dif- 
ficult to repress a smile at the absurd- 
ity of that charge. As a criminal law- 
yer of long experience the Governor 
ought to know precisely what consti- 
tutes a conspiracy, and what does not. 
He certainly understands that a sim- 
ilar course pursued by several news- 
papers does not eVen presume con- 
certed action, much less a “conspiracy.” 
He ought to understand, too, that in 
the present case the decent Republican 
papers are simply voicing the senti- 
ment of the decent rank and file of the 
party, which desires to eliminate Gage 
and his henchmen from the politics of 
the State. 

Whenever a reform is accomplished, 
it is generally brought about by the 
better-class newspapers. The Repub- 
licans of California are convinced that 
a very radical reform is needed in their 
party just now, and that the first step 
is to turn down the Gage machine. 
This wholesome procedure their papers 
are advocating with great unanimity: 
but to say that there is a “conspiracy” 
among them, is as absurd as to declare 
that the New York journals that 
fought Tammany Hall, conspired 
against that delectable organization. 

Besides, the Governor's knowledge of 
the press of the State should assure 
him that newspapers do not love each 
other enough to go into the “conepir- 
acy” business—not even for the attain- 
ment of so laudable an end as the 
relegation of Henry T. Gage fo private 
life for the remainder of his days.

Gage, in his complaint

Chronicle, Los Ange.es Times, and a 
large number cf other papers are en- 
gaged in a conspiracy to injure him by 
garbling. suppressing and exaggerating 
news. The Governor has defended too 
many. libel suits not to know that this 
charge is wholly irrelevant to the par- 
ticular issues of the case in which it 
is made. It is, in fact, not inserted 
for the purposes of the case, but simply 
as a biuff for public consumption. The 
Governor is in the habit of asserting 
and evidently believes, that he is pop- 
ular with the people. and is going to 
be nominated and elected by them, but 
that the proprietors of most of the 
morning newspapers in the State have. 
entered into a personal eonspiracy 
against him. This is one of the strang- 
est delusions that ever afflicted a public 
man’s brain. The real opposition to 
Gov. Gage comes from the people, and 
from the newspapers that truly repre- 
sent popular sentiment. It is, in fact. 
unfortunate rather than otherwise, that 
the opposition of the San Francisco 
Call, part of which, of course, is in- 
spired by personal motives, should have 
taken so bitter a form. The charges in 
the Call may or may not be true. The 
Call people claim to be very confident 
of their ability to prove them aul, and 
much more. But the real opposition to 
Gov. Gage. aincng the people, does not 


invoke that section of the Penal 
Code, which reads as follows: 

“Section 826. If the defendant is 
brought before a magistrate other 
than the one wo Issued the warran, 
the depositions on which the warrant 
was granted must be sent to that mag- 
istrate, or, if they cannot be procured, 
the prosecutor and his witnesses must 
be summoned to give their testimony 
anew.” 
The attorney of Messrs. Spreckels

A Bluffer Exposed.

Gov. Gage, after declaring in an of- 
ficial interview that the exposures 
made by the Call of frauds committed 
in the administration of San Quentin 
State prison did not affect him, sud- 
denly changed his mind and began to 
assert vehemently that the exposure 
was a part of a conspiracy among the 
proprietors of the Call, the Chronicle 
and the Los Angeles Times to ruin 
him. He vowed vengeance. He an- 
nounced that he would sue the proprie- 
tor of the Call for criminal] libel, the 
proprietor of The Times for damages 
in a civil suit, and would deal with 
the proprietor of the Chronicle when 
that gentleman returns from Europe. 

Having thus posed himself. in the at- 
titude of a hero about to flight three 
foes at once, the Governor paused for 
applause. The applause did not come.

The pose was too strained to 
be satisfactory, and as the public 
began to ask why he did not “do 
something. the Governor at last de- 
cided to take action. Flying to a re- 
mote part of the State, far away from 
the scene of the offenses, the domicile 
of the defendants and the homes of the 
witnesses, the Governor brought suit 
for criminal libel against the proprie- 
tor and the manager of the Call. 

The defendants have no objection to 
any court in California. hey ask 
only that suit be tried in a locality 
where the witnesses and the docu- 
mentary evidence can be brought for- 
ward without delay, and before a tri- 
bunal that will admit all the evidence 
in the case. 

If Gage will consent to a trial in San 
Francisco, Sacramento, Marin, Ala- 
meda, Santa Clara, San Mateo, or any 
other county. where a prompt trial can 
be had, where all pertinent testimony 
will be admitted, he can select the 
county and he can pick out his judge. 
The defendants ask nothing but a 
prompt trial and a full hearing. j

Report Against Powers 
Plan Adopted. — 


Judge Silent Makes Plea for 
Mcre Liberal Sprinkling 
Regulations. 


By unanimous vote the Board of 
Water Commissioners yesterday de- 
cided to conduct its department inde- 
pendent of any other branch of the 
city government. 

Acting Mayor Powers, in a special 
message to the Council May 6, which 
was réferred to the board, recom- 
mended the collection of water rates 
by the City Tax Collector and the 
handling of most of the clerical work 
by the City Clerk and Auditor. In 
the message it was argued that the 
system of consolidation would enabie 
the water department to dispense with 
a number of employés and cause a con- 
siderable saving of public money. 

Yesterday the sub-committee of the 
board, composed of President Silver, 
Maj. Lee and Mr. Toll, appointed to 
investigate and report on the scheme, 
submitted a 3000-werd report. The 
plan proposed by Acting Mayor Powers 

discountenanced, his theories are 

not indorsed, and his statements are 
Gisputed. 

The committee sent letters of inquiry 


and received replies from thirty city 


water departments, selected from 
among the older cities throughout the 
union, concerning the methods of col- 
lecting water rates. The resultant in- 
formation is valuable to the local board 
in its work of organising a water sys- 
tem in a way that long experience has 
proven once the most economical and 
efficient. These precedents, it is state’, 
do not show Mr. Powers's plan to be 
advisable or practicable, and the com- 


in present methods. 
MUST BE INDEPENDENT. 

After enumerating briefly the sugges- 
tions in Mr. Powers's message, the re- 
port says: The logy and compari- 
son which Mr. Powers makes between 
the collection of water rates and the 
collection of taxes is not a just one.“ 
The wide differences between the func- 


tions of the two collection departments 


are pointed out. emphasis being laid 
on the opportunities afforded the con- 
sumer to secure a fair rate. The re- 
port then continues: “As long as this 
equitable method of adjusting the 
charges, of allowing for vacancies and 
correcting errors of fact. is maintained; 
so long as the water rate is not irre- 
vocably fixed and secured by a len on 
the land, when the bitl is turned over 
for collection, it is manifest that the 
collectors’ offlce cannot be separated 
from the adjustor's office, and the rec- 
ords of the department, without the 
gravest inconvenience to rate payers 
and great detriment to the efficient 
working of the system. As well might 
a bank establish its receiving tellers 
and vaults at one office and its -ash- 
ler 1 book-keepers at another, blocks 
apart. 

“Another radical distinction between 
the work of collecting the taxes and 
that of the collection of water rates 
is that the first are collected sub- 
stantially semi-annually, while the 
water rates are collected monthly.” 

A tabulated statement of salaries 
of employés, occupied in whole or in 
part in collecting water rates, sho 


the total monthly cost to be $020.84, 
against Mr. Powers's statement giv- 
ing it as $2530. The committee says 
the figures show the interdependance 
of the different branches of the water 
office, as at present carried on, as well 
as the incorrectness of Mr. Powers's 
comparative estimate.“ The 
continues: “Your committee is a a 
loss to understand how Mr. Powers 
arrived ‘at the §2530 given in his esti- 
mate as the monthly cost of collecting 
the water rates. Even including the 
salary of the superintendent of the 
operative department, as he appears 
to have done, would not account for it. 
It is only reasonable to suppose that 
he had not carefully investigated the 
chara:ter of the work done by the dif- 
ferent employés of the department.” 

IMPROVEMENTS FIRST. 

“Our present system of fixing and 
coilecting the water rates is the out- 
growth of thirty years of experience 
on the part of the officers of the private 
corporation which formerly performed 
the quasi-public function of admin- 
istering the water system of the city. 


The system and methods, such ds they | 


are, are familiar to Hur people; cur 
city has grown from 4000 to 12790 in- 
habitants under that system, and It 
may well be doubted whether any im- 


| mediate radical change would iv aec- 
ceptable to the people at large. 


“It is generally recognised that the 
ability of the municipality to pre- 
scribe methods of enforcing collections, 
not practicable with private corpora- 


‘tions, suggests possible reforms in ad- 
ministration, such as dispensing with 
house-to-house’ collections: 


but this 
change demands in turn the reduction 
of rates to a basis which would re- 
duce the income of this department to 
the cost of maintenance, interest and 
sinking fund payments. Our present 
rates produce more than this, and they 
are maintained for the specific purpose 
of making absolutely necessary better- 


ments to the plant in the direct inter- 


est of the rate payers. It would be 
unjust to institute the new method 
of quarterly or semi-annual payments 
during this period of high rates, as it 
would also be unjust to compel 
monthly payments at some central of; 
fice of the lower rates. | 

„It Is therefore the deliberate con- 
viction of your committee that it would 
be unwise to attempt any radical 
change until the plans now under ad- 
visement, and in part already com- 
menced, for the further development 
of the waters of the river, the estab- 
lishment of additional storage reser- 
voirs for the conservation of the win- 
ter flow, and the more efficient and 
equitable distribution and delivary of 
the waters, are substantially carried 
out and completed. When that is ac- 
complished, a material reduction of 
water rates can be made, and then, in 
the judgment of the committee, wil) 
be the opportune time to consider and 
institute radical changes in adminis- 
tration. 

IN OTHER CITIES. 


“For it cannot be denied that in 
some respects our methods are an- 


mittee recommend no radical change |

tiquated and cumbersome; and this 
naturally brings us to the considera- 
tion of the methods in force in other 
cities. It is to be regretted that the 
questions propounded by the commit- 
tee were not in all respects fully an- 
swered; but we have a very general 
response to the more important ques- 
tions. 

“We find that ie sixteen out of the 
thirty cities the water rate is made a 
lien on the property. That in only one, 
Portland, Or., are all the water rates 
payable monthly; that in Providence, 
R. I., the rates are classified and paid 
yearly, quarterly, monthly and weekly. 
as the case may be: that. in the re- 
maining twenty-seven cities reporting 
on the subject, the flat rates are paid 
annually in nine cases, semi-annually 
in twelve cases, and quarterly in eix 
cases; while the meter rates are pay- 
able annually in one case, semi, annu- 
ally in seven cases, quarterly in nine 
cases, and monthly in ten cases. 

“It is a somewhat unexpected result 
of our investigation that in eleven out 
of the fourteen cities where the water 
rate is not made a lien upon the land. 
the flat rates are co'lected either an- 
nually or semi-annually; and the meth- 
ods by which serious loss to the city 
is. avoided in these cases will be well 
worth further investi;ation: We find 
but one city, Allegheryy, Pa., where our 
method of house to houre collection is 
in force: while as to the others, we 
find the rates, in two cases, paid to the 
Tax Collector: in six paid to the City 
Treasurer, while In twenty they are 
paid at the office of the department: 
and it may be noted that in five of the 
eight cases where the bills are paid to 
the Collector or Treasurer they are 
made a lien on the land. 

“As to money penalty measured by 
Varying percentages for non-paymeni 
of bills, we find them provided for in 
several cities where the water rates 
are liens on the land. but in most 
cases the only penalty is the turning off 
of the water with charge for turn- 
ing it on. In Ch the rates are 
not liens on the land, yet there is no 
money penalty. The city, however. 
meks a discount of. 15 per cent. for 
prompt payment of its water bills. 
whieh are payable, fat rates semi-an- 
nuallv. and meter rates monthly. As to 
allowing dircounts for prompt payment 
we find them allowed in only seven 
cases out of the thirty. 
the payment of the water bills at the 
officer of the City Treasurer or Tax 
Collector in the cases, above noted. the 
water departments of all the thirty 
cities are renorted as beine whollv 4is- 
connected from any other municipal 
department. | 

NEEDED RFFORMS. 


“In only five cases are given both the 
amount of annual collections and the 
annual cost of the same, t 
may be tabulated as follows: 


for Los Angeles, but it is to be feared 
tha the figures given in the case of 
some of the five cities have not been 
accurately confined to the cost of col- 
lection, but include also the general 
office expenses. As we have seen, how- 
ever, the business of the department 
is. so complicated and its different 
branches 890 interwoven and interde- 
perdent, that it is extremely difficult 
to determine what is the exact cost of 
carrying on any one particular branch. 

“If we are to be governed by the 
experience of others, it would seem 
that the changes most to be desired in 
our system are the making of the bills 
payable less frequently, and their pay- 
ment at the office of the department; 
on these two points the reports from 
the thirty cities are overwhelmingly 
favorable. To these we may add the 
more general use of meters, a reform 
to which the board is how giving its 
earnest attention. 

»In conclusion, your committee 
recommends no immediate change in the 
methods of the office, excepting the 
gradual increase in the use of the 
meter service.“ 

PLEA FOR THE GRASS. 

Judge Charles Silent addressed the 
board op behalf ot the residents of 
Chester Placé and made a plea for more 
liberal regulations regarding eprinkling. 
He said that the people of his neigh- 
borhood hire three or four men out of 
their private purses to keep the vacant 
lots and places ie on the 4rive- 
Way green and clean, but the zealous 
water inspector had harassed the 
gardeners and threatened them with 
arrest until they had given up their 
jobs in disbust. The stringency of the 
labor market, he said, precluded secur- 
ing men who would work during the 
early and late sprinkling hours, and 
even if the labor was available the 
large tracts of grass could not be cov- 
ered in the limited time. 

Judge Silent said it would be neces- 
sary to close up the gates of the beau- 
tiful driveway or secure some sort of 
He sald 
the homes should have first call on 
water, and that the supply of the Chi- 
nese farms should be curtailed if a 
shortage existed inside the city. He 
said that a policy whereby people are 
unable to beautify their own homes 
would work incalculable Injury to the 
reputation of this city, and is an in- 
ustice to the people invited to settle 

ere. He deplored sefiding out reports 
that there is a scarcity of water, say- 
ing that the fluid is everywhere, only 
waiting to be developed. 

President Silver said that it was im- 
possibile for the board to extend per- 
mission to violate afi ordinance, and 
the only quick relief Would be through 
the Installation of meters. Superinten- 
dent Mulholland said he could have the 
meters in Chester Place inside of two 
days, and it was so ordered. Mean- 
while the vigtlant imepector will be 
kept busy in some remote part of the 
city, to enable the gardeners to keep 


burning up. |

Procrastination is the thief of suf 
frage rights, and County Clerk Bell is 
exerting every effort to prevent the 
robbery of voters. In addition to the 
registraticn buread at the Courthouse, 
he has appointed forty-two registration 
deputies in various parts of the city, 
and many more throughout the county, 
Notwithstanding this preparation, he 
says voters are very apathetic, and ap- 
parently are content to let a few pepe 
sons contro. the primartes. 

Of the estimated 50,000 voters in the 
county, 16,045 had registered at 
close of last week; less than one-t 
of the entire number; of these, 11,

This 
important action involved a very un- 
usual procedure, but it is unde 
that it had the approval of the t- 
ments consulted. 

With practically a clear slate at the 

ning of the fiscal year, the City 
Fathers believe that the city’s funds

n by economical management. 
While the city has lost many hundred 
Gollars through the shortage in the 
funds, the Finance, Committee stoutly 
maintains that available money has 
deen used to the best advantage. Coun- 
eliman Pierce believes that the reve- 
mues of the city are not sufficient to 
meet the demands made by the rapid 
development of the last few years. He 
fayors a license tax to supplement the 
revenue from. taxation.

Joseph Kelly, now on the chain 
gang, yesterday appealed to the Coun- 
cll for an investigation of his case. He 
says he was arrested and given a 
suspended sentence for vagrancy. 


Leaving the city, he secured work at 


Sherman, on the railroad. One day 
he came to the city to buy 
and took aboard too much beer. In 
the Police Court he was given three 
days for drunkenness and after he 
had served the sentence, the oid 
count was dug up, and he was piaced 
on the chain gang for six months. 
Kelly says he can prove he is not a 
Vagrant by his employers at Sherman. 
He enclosed his poll tax receipt to 
show that he is a good citizen. The

On motion of Pierce, the Sewer Com- 
mittee was instructed to confer with 
City Engineer Stafford, with reference 
to the employment of a consulting 
engineer to approve the plans for the 
outfall sewer, the extensions of the 
internal system, and the storm 
sewers, contemplated in the bond or- 
dinance, passed a week ago.

Every person who peddles flrecrack- 
ers, torpedoes, fireworks, flags, ban- 
ners, baloons, canes, horns, trumpets, 
musical or noisemaking instruments, 
badges, buttons, or souvenirs, must 
pay the city a license of 75 cents per 
week, or $2.50 a month in advance. 
So the Council declared by ordinance 
yesterday, and the hopes of many 
Small boys, who usually sell firecrack- 
ers just preceding the Fourth of July, 
will be sorely disappointed if the or- 
dinance is enforced. Mayor Snyder. 
may refuse to sign it and thus spare 
young America from feeling the bur- 
dens of taxation too early in life. 

To the Board of Public Works was 
referred a long protest against the 
manner in which Clark & Bryan are 
subdividing a portion of the Bailerino 
tract on Pico Heights. It seems that 
the plat contemplated, will break the 
only straight street that runs from 
the mountains to the sea—Vermont 
avenue. The Council may refuse to 
accept the streets at all, if the de- 
fects are not rectified, as some of the 
members condemned the action of the 
firm very strongly yesterday. A num- 
ber of the streets do not meet es- 
tablished thoroughfares across the 
boundary lines of the tract and there 


will be an interesting time when the. 


firm tries to have the city assume re- 
sponsibility for the streets that are 
put through without the customary 
‘by your leave.“ which the rules of 
the Council demand. 

Joseph Scott of the Fourth of July 
Committee, appeared before the Coun- 
cil and secured an appropriation of 
$500 for fireworks. 

The Council, yesterday, retained the 
law firm of Dillon & Hubbard to rep- 
resent the city in the Pomeroy & 
Hooker case that is now before the 
United States Supreme Court on ap- 
peal.

LETTERS THAT TELL WHY HE 
LEFT THE CITY. 
Erring Scion of Prominent Family is 
Being Tried for Grand Larceny— 
‘Gorgeous Things from Under-world 
Appear in Courtroom. 


Silk dresses, costly boas, cashmere 
automobiles, and all the tawdry rustle 
of the tenderloin added to the gayety 
of the trial. of Robert Widney, which 
began yesterday in the criminal de- 
partment of the Superior Court. The 
defendant is charged with grand lar- 
den, and is the erring scion of a 
preminent local family. He is in 
trouble for hanging round the scarlet 
partiors of Mrs. Lena Donahue, on 
Aliso street. 

The alleged offense was committed 
on the night of March 10. William 
Hanson of Boston, Chicago or some- 
where, was the purported victim; He 
ia just a ubiquitous sport—although 
since Widney’s arrest he has disap- 
peared, and even now is playing hide- 
and-seek with the minions of the law 
to keep from being subpoenaed. He is 
now out of the State. 

“Willie” is the kind of a boy that 
he is, loving to carry the Donahue 
woman's picture in his watch. 

Lena and two or three of her pro- 
fession, profusely, dressed, sat de- 
murely in the courtroom, all forenoon, 
fanning vigorously, as if unused to 
any clothes on a warm day. 

“Bobby,” the defendant, sits quietly 
at the bar by the side of his father, 
Judge R. M. Widney, who has been 
working like a Trojan for many weeks 
past to save his boy from the peniten- 
tiary. He firmly believes that the son 
is Victim of a dire conspiracy 
hatched in the under-world. | 

Nattily dressed and interested in 
every detail of the 
“Bobby” is the cynosure of all eyes. 

Lots of idlers infest the courtroom, 
with noses poked forward to scent 
every bit of risque testimony. 

The defense is in charge of Attor- 
neys Earl Rogers ang Luther G. 
Brown, while Deputy District Attor- 
ney C. C. McComas, assisted by Dep- 
uty Joe Chambers, is conducting the 
prosecution. It is the theory of the 
2 thae “Bobby” “doctored” some 
eer with “knockout drops,” and, 
thinking that “Willie” had drunk it, 
Slipped into a bedroom where he lay 
and took from his clothes $20 in bills, 
remarking that “Willie” was a cheap 
skate. Before “Bobby” escaped, two 
detectives Jumped from under the bed, 
where they were watching his actions 
in skilifully-hung mirrors, and put him 
under arrest. 

Then it developed that Mrs. Dona. 
hue had changed the drinking glasses 
so that Willie“ had not taken the 
“doped” beer, and that his sleep“ 
in the bedroom was sham.

Now, bun, if you don’t hear 
from me for awhile, please, I tmplore 
you, don't think hard or wrong of 
me, for I am doing and acting as I 
really think for the best. Now, at my 
earliest opportunity, I will square mat- 
ters as far as possible. Don't be of- 
fended, for I thoroughly understand 
your kindness and I fully appreciate it. 

“Hoping this reaches your hands 
and heart, I beg of you to be brave 
and strong, for your health and happi- 


ness depend entirely upon my welfare 
in short, my life. Again thanking vou 


for past kindnesses, I am, as ever, 
your devoted and obedient son, 
“LAMIE. 

“May dear God watch over and keep 
us both.” 

The other letter is from Topeka, 
Kan., dated May 17, written from 
Hotel Throop to Mrs. Donahue, as fol- 
lows: 

“My Own Dear Little Girl—I hardly

Excellency?—Plain Duty of the Gov- 
ernor Under the Attorney-Generai’s 
Opinion. 


[Stockton Mail, editorial] When 
Atty.-Gen. Ford delivered his clear-cut 
opinion that the Governor had power to 
order the burning of pasture that har- 
bored hoppers, it was taken for granted 
that the Governor would put on his 
overalls, fill his pockets with matches 
and go out on a fire-lighting expedi- 
tion. 

The opinion of the Attorney-General 
could not be misunderstood. He de- 
Clared that the State of California 
may, when it becomes necessary, take, 
use or destroy the property of private 
individuals to prevent an impending 
calamity. The power of the State to 
act In cases of great public necegsity 
does not require statutory authority, 
but comes directly from the natural 
law, from the right of self-preserva- 
tion,” sald the Attorney-General, and 
he argued convincingly that the power 
to exercise such right is vested in the 
Governor. 

An Associated Press dispatch to the 
Mail announced that the Governor had 
given orders for the burning of certain 
pasture in Placer, Sacramento and E! 
Dorado counties. An examination of 
the full text of the Governor's order 
shows that it contains this clause: 


understood or intended that any crops 
or pasturage on said lands shall be 
burned or other property damaged ex- 
cept by express agreement between 
the private @wners thereof and the 
State Board of Horticulture.”

YACHTING RIVALRY PROMISED. 
SANTA MONICA, June 23.—The pros- 

pecat of a yachting fleet with its home 
port” off Ocean Park is discussed with 
a good deal of interest. A regatta con- 
ducted off this part of the shore by 
the South Coast Yacht Club, on July 
4, is talked of. That club has its 
headquarters at Terminal Island, but 
the interest in sailing under the con- 
ditions which prevail near here, it is 
hoped, will result in the growth of a 
rival fleet with headquarters here. 

“Yachtsmen need not fear that they 
cannot find good mooring accommoda- 
tions in the vicinity of the Ocean Park 
pier,“ said Capt. J. Addison Smith of 
Ocean , Park today. “If only they will 
employ the right kind of moorings their 
boats may be kept here safely. For 
that purpose they should use ‘live’ 
moorings, instead of ‘dead’ ones. By a 
‘live’ mooring, I mean one with an an- 
chor of sufficient size and weight con- 
nected by chain with one end of a 
wood spar of suitable size. The boat's 
line should be connected with the 
other end of the spar. With the proper 
adjustment as to sizes and lengths of 
spar, chain, anchor and boat's line it 
will require a tremendously strong puli 
by the boat to drag the floating spar 
under the surface and straighten the 
chain, 

“By a dead! mooring I mean one 
where the boat's line runs directly to 
the anchor. The launch Donahue or 
ten tons’ register lay off this part of 
the coast during the heaviest storms 
last winter. Even when the old pier 
was going to pieces with the seas she 
rode easily. She broke the chain of 
a ‘dead’ mooring in a much easier 


“I understand that several moorings 
are to be put in near the wharf after 
it is completed. Yachts kept here 
during the summer months may, if 
desirable, be taken to San Pedro and 
kept on the ways during the winter. 

“The squable wind conditions make 
the waters extending out from here a 
desirable field for yachting.”

POMONA, June 23.—F. J. Palomares, |
